RULES VOR 1Om ir. 


I, At the opening of each Annual Convention, after Morning Prayer, Ser- 
mon and the administration of the Holy Communion, the Presideft shall take 
the Chair; after which the order of procedure shall be as follows : ‘ 


1. The Secretary, under the direction of the Bishop ; or, in case of his ab- 
sence or inability to act, or of a vacancy in the Episcopate, under the direction 
of the Standing Committee, shall call over the names of the clergy entitled to 
seats. 

2. He shall call the names of the Lay Delegates whose election has been 
certified to him in pursuance of Canon II., Section 9. The President shall 
then appoint a Committee of three persons, to whom shall be referred the Cre- 
dentials of the Lay Delegates, who shall report upon the correctness of the roll 
made by the Secretary. 

3. A constitutional quorum (thirty clergymen and thirty Delegations) being 
present, the President shall declare the Convention organized for business, 
which shall proceed in the following order : 

4, Reading of the Rules of Order. 

5. The election of a Secretary and Treasurer, the former of whom shall 
have power to appoint two Assistant Secretaries. 

6. The appointment of five Standing Committees by the President : 


(1.) On the incorporation and admission of Churches—to consist of one 
Clergyman and two Laymen, which Committee may report at any 
time during the session of the Convention, in order. 

(2.} On the Diocesan Fund, two Clergymen and two Laymen, with the 
Treasurer. 

(8.) On the Treasurer’s Report, three Laymen. 

(4.) On the General Theological Seminary, two Clergymen and three 
Laymen. 

(5.) On Canons, at least two Clergymen and two Laymen. 


7. The appointment of Inspectors of Elections : one Clergyman and -one 
Layman for the Clerical Votes, and one Clergyman and one Layman for the 
Lay Votes—for the Standing Committee, the Deputies and the Provisional 
Deputies to the General Convention, and the Missionary Committee. 

8. The Receiving and Referring, when necessary, of Reports, other than 
those of Special Committees, which may have been handed in to the Secretary. 

9. Miscellaneous business. 


II, On the second day, the order of business, after Morning Prayer, 
shall be: 
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. Reading and approving of the Minutes. 

Receiving certificates of Lay Delegates not present before. 

Calling over the names of members not present on the first day. 

. Admission of Parishes into union with the Convention, 

. Reception of the Clergy and Lay Delegates of the same. 

. Annual Address of the Bishop ; unless he should prefer another time 
for its delivery. If so, it shall be at any time in order. 

7%. The election of the Standing Committee, the Deputies and the Provisional 
Deputies to the General Convention, and the Missionary Committee. 

8. The appointment of the Trustees of the Fund for Aged and fede 
Clergymen, and supplying vacancies, if any, in the Trustees of the Episcopal 
Fand. 

9. Report of the Secretary, when any business has been committed to that 
officer. 

10. Report of the New York Protestant Episcopal Mission Society. 

11. Report of the Missionary Committee of the Diocese. 

12. Report of Society for Promoting Religion and Learning. 

18. Report of Trustees of the Episcopal Fund. 

14. Report of the Trustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen. 

15. Report of the Standing Committee on the Treasurer’s Revort. 

16. Report of the Standing Committee on General Theological Seminary. 

17. Report of the Standing Committee on the Diocesan Fund. 

18. Report of the Committee on Canons. 

19. Reports of Special Committees. 

20. Miscellaneous business. 


III. On the third and any subsequent day, the order of business, after Morn- 
ing Prayer, shall be: 
. Reading and Approval of the Minutes. 
. Receiving the Certificates of Lay Delegates not present before. 
. Calling the names of Members not present before. 
. Reports not presented the preceding day, in order, 
. Miscellaneous business.

IV. If the prescribed order of business on any day should not have been 
gone through with, the first business the succeeding day shall be the matters 
which had not been reached on the preceding day, and in the order for that 
day prescribed ; this rule shall not apply to miscellaneous business. 


V. If the President ex-officio is not present at the opening of the Convention, 
the Secretary shall call the Convention to order, when the senior Presbyter 
present, being entitled to a seat, shall take the chair; and in such case, im- 
mediately after the orgavization of the Convention, a President shall be elected, 
by ballot, from among the Clergy. 


VI. Before the rising of the Convention, the Minutes of the last day’s pro- 
ceedings shall be read and approved. 


VII. The Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal Church, Clergymen belong- 
ing in this Diocese, but not entitled to seats in this Convention, Clergymen of 
other Dioceses, Professors and Students of Theology in the Protestant Epis- 
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c»pal Church, and all persons holding any office or trust under the Convention, 
if not members, shall be admitted to the sittings of the Convention, 


VIII. The hours of each day’s session shall be from 10 A.M. to 3 P.M., and 
when ordered by the Convention, from 74 to 10 P.M. 


IX: The mode of conducting the stated elections by ballot shall be as 
follows : 


The Secretary shall call the names of the Clergy and of the Parishes en- 
titled to vote, who, as called, are to present their several ballots for each office 
to be filled, to the appropriate inspectors, whose duty it shall be to take charge 
of the same, keeping a poll list of the votes, and as soon as practicable, to 
canvass the same and report the results thereof to the Convention, If on any 
such report, it should appear that no valid election has been made in respect 
to all or any of the offices to be filled, the poll shall again be opened, for the 
purpose of filling those which may remain vacant; and if, on such second 
attempt, the purpose sball not be accomplished, the balloting may be resumed 
at the discretion of the Convention. 


X. No motion shall be considered as before the Convention unless seconded, 
and, when required, reduced to writing. 


XI. When a question is before the Convention, no motion, except as here- 
inafter provided, shall be received, but to lay it on the table—to postpone it 
indefinitely—to postpone it to a certain time—to commit it—or to amend it: 
which motions shall have precedence in the order named. But a motion to 
strike out the word ‘‘ Resolved ” shail have precedence of a motion to amend, 
and, if carried, shall be equivalent to a rejection of the resolution, 


XII. All amendments shall be considered in the order in which they are 
received. When a proposed amendment is under consideration, a motion to 
amend the same may be made: no after amendment to such second amend- 
ment shall be in order. But when an amendment to an amendment is under 
consideration, a substitute for the whole matter may be received. No propo- 
sition on a subject different from that under consideration shall be received 
under color of a substitute. 


XIII. A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 

XIV. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, when no member is 
speaking, and shall be decided without debate. 

XV. The mover may withdraw a motion or resolution at any time before 


decision or amendment, in which case it shall not be entered upon the minutes. 


XVI. If a question under debate contains several distinct propositions, the 
same shall be divided at the request of any member, and a vote taken sepa- 
rately. . 


XVII. No member may speak more than twice on the same question with- 
out leave of the Convention, nor more than once in any case until every mem- 
ber choosing to speak shall have spoken, 


XVIII, Every member present shall vote whenever a question is put, unless 
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excused by the Convention on account of his being personally interested in the 
- result, or for other cause. 


XIX. The vote shall be taken by ayes and noes, and by orders, whenever 
called for by five members. 


XX. In taking the vote by orders, it shall be the right of any member of 
a delegation who may dissent from the vote of the majority of the delegation, 
to have the fact of his dissent recorded on the minutes. 


XXI. A question being decided shall not be reconsidered during the same 
session without the consent of two-thirds of the members present, nor without 
the motion for that purpose being made by one of the majority on the first de- 
cision. No question shall be reconsidered more than once. 


XXII. All Special Committees shall be appointed by the President, unless 
otherwise ordered. 


XXIII. The reports of all Committees shall be in writing, and shall be re- 
ceived, of course, without motion for acceptance. They shall be entered on the 
minutes, unless otherwise ordered. If recommending or requiring any action 
or expression of opinion by the Convention, they shall be accompanied by a 
resolution, or resolutions, for its consideration. 


XXIV. When a member is called to order by the President or by another 
member, he shall immediately sit down, unless permitted to explain. All 
questions of order shall be determined in the first instance by the President ; 
but any member may appeal from any decision of the Chair; and on such 
appeal, no member shall speak more than once without leave of the Con- 
vention. 


XXV. The prescribed order of business shall not be departed from, nor 
shall any rule of order be suspended, unless by a vote of two-thirds of the 
members present ; nor shall any be changed or rescinded without one day’s pre- 
vious notice of a motion to that effect. 


XXVI. The majority of a quorum shall always be required to elect any 
officer.

THE PROCEEDINGS 


OF THE 


CONVENTION. 


New York, WEDNESDAY, 
September 29th, 1886. | 

Tus being the day fixed by the Constitution of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the Diocese of New York for the meeting of 
the Annual Convention of the same, a number of the Clergy and 
Laity assembled for Divine Service, at nine o’clock in the morning, 
at St. Augustine’s Chapel in the City of New York, the place ap- 
pointed by the Bishop for the meeting. 


Morning Prayer was said by the Rev. Alexander B. Carver, an 
Assistant Minister of St. Thomas’ Church, New York, assisted by 
the Rev. Martin K. Schermerhorn, Rector of St. Mark’s Church, 
Tarrytown, who read the Lessons. The Litany was said by the 
Rey. E. Spruille Burford, Rector of St. Timothy’s Church, New 
York. 


After a brief intermission, the Order for the Administration of 
the Holy Communion was begun by the Right Reverend the Assist- 
ant Bishop of the Diocese, the Rev. EK. A. Hoffman, D.D., Dean of 
the General Theological Seminary, reading the Epistle, and the 
Rev. Morgan Dix, D.D., Rector of Trinity Church, New York, 
reading the Gospel. 


In place of the Sermon, the Assistant Bishop delivered his first 
Triennial Charge. 


The Assistant Bishop then proceeded with the Celebration of 
the Holy Communion, assisted by the Rev. Morgan Dix, D.D., the 
Rev. Wm. F. Morgan, D.D., the Rev. E. A. Hoffman, D.D., the 
Rev. T. M. Peters, D.D., the Rey. Francis Lobdell, D.D., and the 
Rey. Arthur C. Kimber, D.D. 
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The Convention was called to order by the Right Reverend the 
Assistant Bishop of the Diocese, under whose direction the Secre- 
tary proceeded to call the names of the Clergy of the Diocese en- 
titled to seats, when one hundred and thirty-seven i to their 
names and took their seats as members.* 


The Secretary called the names of the Lay Delegates whose 
election had been certified to him as prescribed by the Canon, when 
Deputies from ‘ninety-one parishes appeared and took their seats. + 


A constitutional quorum being present, the Right Reverend 
the President declared that the Convention was organized for 
business. 

The Convention then proceeded, according to the Sixth Article 
of the Constitution, and the First Rule of Order, to the election of 
a Secretary and Treasurer. 

On motion of the Rev. J. W. Shackelford, D.D., the vote by 


ballot was unanimously dispensed with, and the Rey. Francis Lob- 
dell, D.D., was re-elected Secretary of the Convention viva voce. 


On motion of Mr. 8. P. Nash, the vote by ballot was unani- 
mously dispensed with, and Mr. James Pott was re-elected ‘Treas- 
urer. ; 

The Secretary announced his appointment of the Rev. F. B. 
Van Kleeck and the Rev. Edward H. Cleveland, as Assistant Sec- 
retaries. 


The reading of the Rules of Order was dispensed with. 


The President announced the Seventh Rule of Order on the ad- 
mission of persons not members to the sittings of the Convention. 


In compliance with Canon I. of the Diocese, the Assistant 
Bishop laid before the Convention a list of the Clergy of the 
Diocese.

On motion of Mr. 8. P. Nash, the Committee on Canons was 
requested to examine and report as to the propriety of amending 
Subdivision (III.) of Sec. 2, of Canon II. 


On motion of the Rey. Dr. Richey, the Report of the Special 
Committee on the Enlargement of the Usefulness of the Aged and 
Infirm Clergy Fund was made the Order of the Day for Thursday, 
immediately after the Report of the Trustees of the Fund for Aged 
and Infirm Clergymen. 


The Rey. Dr. Richey offered the following Resolutions, which 
were ordered to be printed, and were made the Order of the Day for 
Thursday, at two o’clock : 


Resolved, That this Convention does not favor the adoption, by the General 
Convention of 1886, of the alterations and additions, as set forth in the Book 
Annexed, as modified by the General Convention of 1883. 


Resolved, That the General Convention be asked to take such measures as, 
in its judgment, may be thought most desirable to secure, without further de- 
lay, greater flexibility in the use of the Offices of the Book of Common Prayer. 

Resolved, That it is expedient to set forth, for genera] use, under proper 
authority, such Occasional Offices for Missionary and other purposes as are not 
now provided for in the recognized formularies of the Church in the United 
States of America. 


Resolved, That the General Convention be requested to consider the expe- 
diency of appointing a Commission to confer with the Convocations of Canter- 
bury and York, and with the Episcopate of the Church of Scotland, relative to 
securing uuiformity in any ritual changes which shall be deemed desirable in 
the uses of the Churches of the Anglican Communion. 


On behalf of the Rev. Wm. H. Cooke, who was unable to be 
present, the Rev. Dr. Swope offered the following Preamble and 
Resolutions concerning ‘* Extraordinary ” Services : 


Whereas :—1. According to Sec. I., Can. 22, Tit. I., of the Digest of Canons 
for the government of the P. EK. Church in the U.S. A.: ‘‘ Every minister 
shall, before all sermons and lectures, and on all other occasions of public 
worship, use the Book of Common Prayer, as the same is or may be established 
by the authority of the General Convention of this Church ; and in performing 
such-service, no other prayers shall be used than those prescribed by the said 
book ;”’ and 


Whereas :-—2. In See. I., Can. 23, Tit. 1, similar provision is made in refer- 
ence tothe Hymns and Anthems which may be sung ; and 
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Whereas :—3. There seems to be a growing feeling among many of the 
Clergy and Laity, that the exigencies of modern spiritual life and work in the 
Church require some exceptional methods, and a greater flexibility in the order 
of occasional services ; and 


W hereas :—4, The essential difference between corporate acts of devotion 
and public worship. and such more personal offices, as pertain to the ex- 
pression of the aspirations and necessities of the individual soul, seems to be 
fully recognized in Sec. XIV., Can. 15, Tit. I., wherein it is ordered, that ‘‘ The 
Bishop of each Diocese may compose forms of prayer or thanksgiving, as the 
case may require, for extraordinary occasions, and transmit them to each clergy- 
man within his Diocese, whose duty it shall be to use such forms in the Church, 
on such occasions.” 'THEREFORE, 


Be it Resolved :—1. That any Minister of a congregation in this Diocese, de- 
siring to hold any occasional] service or services, provision for the order of 
which is not plainly ‘‘ set forth ” in the Book of Common Prayer, must receive 
from the Ordinary of the Diocese, a written permission to that effect, together 
with an approval of the substance and form of such contemplated service, and ~ 
also the Hymns or Anthems which may be used. 

Resolved :—2. That the Assistant Bishop of this Diocese be requested to 
issue, at his earliest convenience, such recommendations and forms for special 
and mission services, as may establish a definite guide, within the limits of 
which su h occasional offices may be said. 


The Preamble and Resolutions were referred to the Committee 
on Canons. 

The Rey. T. R. Harris proposed the following Canon as a substi- 
tute for that printed on page 67 of the Journal for 1885, which was 
referred to the Committee on Canons : 


Ganon —, 
OF THE ESTABLISHMENT OF NEW PLACES OF PUBLIC WORSHIP. 


In towns where the Church is already established, no new parish shall be 
formed, or new Church or chapel be established, or new congregation be 
gathered, nor shall the site of any existing Church, chapel, or congregation 
be changed, without the written consent of the Bishop of the Diocese and the 
formal approval of the Standing Committee. But such action of the Standing 
Committee shall not be taken until previous notice has been given to the Rec- 
tors and Vestries of the three Churches or congregations whose places of public 
worship shall be nearest to the site proposed for the new place of worship, and 
until at least one month has been allowed such Rectors and Vestries to present 
any objections they may have. a 

In towns where the Church is not established, the written consent of the 
Bishop of the Diocese, acting by and with the advice and consent of the Stand- 
ing Committee, shall be sufficient for the formation of a new parish. 


The Committee on the Credentials of Lay Delegates made the 
following 
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Report : 


That they have examined the Credentials of the Lay Delegates, and find 
that the roll prepared by the Secretary is correct. 

They offer the following Resolution : 

Resolved, That the certificate of the Lay Delegates of St. George’s Church, 
Newburgh, although it is invalid, be received, and that the delegates be ad- 
mitted to seats in this Convention.

Report 


OF THE COMMITTEE OF CONFERENCE OF THE FIVE DIOCESES OF 
THE STATE OF NEW YORK. 


The Committee of Conference from the five Dioceses in the State of New 
York, at a meeting held on the 11th day of May, 1886, to consider proposed 
changes in the Act for the Incorporation of Churches, agreed to recommend to 
the several Diocesan Conventions of the State that the present Statute be divided 
into two Acts, and amended as follows: 


An Act to amend an Act passed May 9th, 1868, entitled ‘‘ An Act to Amend the Acts to 
provide for the Incorporation of Religious Societies, so far as the same relate to 
Churches in connection with the Protestant Episcopal Church.” 


The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and Assem- 
bly, do enact as follows: 
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The first section of the Act, entitled “‘An Act to amend the Acts to 
provide for the Incorporation of Religious Societies, so far as the same relate 
to Churches in connection with the Protestant Episcopal Church,’’ passed 
May 9th, 1868, is hereby amended so as to read as follows : 


$1. It shall be lawful for not less than six male persons of full age, 
belonging to any Church or Congregation in communion with the Protestant 
Episcopal Church not already incorporated, to meet for the purpose of incor- 
porating themselves under this Act. 


§ 2. <A notice of such meeting, specifying its object and the time and 
place thereof, shall be made public either by open reading in time of Divine 
Service, or by conspicuous posting in a public place, or by publication in a 
newspaper of the place for at least two weeks prior to such meeting. . 

§ 3. The Rector or officiating minister, or if there be none, or he shall be 
necessarily absent, then one of the Church Wardens or Vestrymen, or any 
other person called to the chair, shall preside at such meeting and shall 
receive the votes. 


§ 4. The persons entitled to vote at such meeting shall be the male persons, 
of full age, belonging to the Church or Congregation, qualified as follows, and 
none other: those who have been baptized, and have been (a) received by 
confirmation or admission to the Holy Communion into the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, or (b) have been recognized as regular contributors to the sup- 
port of the Church for twelve months next prior to the meeting. 


§5. The persons so qualified shall, at such meeting, by a majority of 
votes, determine, 


First, The name or title by which such Church or Congregation shall be 
known in law. 


Second, What number of Vestrymen, not less than four nor more than 
eight, shall, together with the Rector, if there be one, and the two Church 
Wardens, constitute the Vestry of the Church. 


Third, And shall, by a majority of votes, elect two Church Wardens and 
the number of Vestrymen that shall have been determined are to be elected, 
which Church Wardens and Vestrymen thus elected shall serve until the next 
regular election. 


§ 6. The polls shall continue open for one hour and longer, in the discretion 
of the presiding officer, or if required, by the vote of a majority of voters 
present. 

$7. The presiding officer, together with two other persons, shall make a 
certificate, under their hands and seals, of : 


First. The Church Wardens and Vestrymen so elected. 


Second. The number of Vestrymen (not less than four nor more than 
eight), so determined upon to constitute part of the Vestry. 


Third. The name or title by which such Church or Congregation shall be 
known in law; which certificate being duly acknowledged, or the execution 
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and acknowledgment thereof being duly proven before any officer authorized 
to take the acknowledgment or proof of deeds or conveyances of real estate, to 
be recorded in the county wbere such Church or place of worship of such Con- 
gregation shall be situated, shall be recorded by the clerk of such county, or 
by the officer whose duty it is, or may hereafter be made, to record such instru- 
ments in the county in which such Church or place of worship may be situ- 
ated, in a book to be by him kept for such purpose. 


§ 8. The Church Wardens and Vestrymen so elected, and their successors 
in office, of themselves (but if there be a Rector, then together with the Rector 
of such Church or Congregation), shall form a Vestry, and shall be the Trus- 
tees of such Church or Congregation ; and they and their successors shall 
thereupon, by virtue of this Act, be a body corporate, by the name or title 
expre:sed in such certificate. 


$9. The third section of the Act passed Feb. 15, 1826, entitled “An Act 
to aniend an Act entitled an Act to provide for the Incorporation of Religious 
Societies,” passed April 5th, 1818, shall not apply to any Church or Congrega- 
tion in connection with the Protestant Episcopal Church of this State. 


$10. All Acts and parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions of this 
Act are hereby repealed, 


An Act entitled ‘‘ An Act to regulate the Annual Elections for Church Warden and 
Vestrymen of Parishes in connection with the Protestant Kpiscopal Church of this 
State.’ 


The people of the State of New York, represented in Senate and Assembly, 
do enact as follows: 


§ 1. On the Tuesday succeeding the first day in Advent the male persons. 
qualified to vote in every Congregation of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
this State, shall elect a Cuurch Warden and Vestrymen in the place of the 
Church Warden and Vestrymen whose terms shall expire at the end of such 
year ; and the total number of Vestrymen shall be not less than four nor more 
than eight, as the Act of Incorporation of the Congregation has determined. 


$2. The persons entitled to vote at such meetings shall be male persons of 
full age belonging to the Church or Congregation, and have been baptized, 
and (a) have been received by confirmation or admission to the Holy Commun- 
ion into the Protestant Episcopal Church, or (0) have been recognized as regu- 
lar contributors to the support of the Parish or Congregation for not less than 
twelve months next prior to such meeting. 


§ 3. The Clerk of the Vestry shall keep a register of the names of all 
such persons eligible to vote and, on the day of which due notice shall be 
given not less than thirty days before the annual election, shall, together with 
the Rector and Wardens ora majority of them, sit for not less than one hour 
as a Board of Registry, and shall then enter upon the register the names of all 
male persons desiring to be registered as entitled to vote. The said clerk 
shall attend all subsequent elections with the said register certifiéd by his own 
sicnature and that of the Rector or Wardens, in order to test the qualifications 
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of such electors in case the same should be questioned, and the fact that the 
name of any person claiming to vote does not appear upon the register shall be 
presumptive evidence against his right to vote. 


§ 4. No person shall be eligible for office as Warden or Vestryman who is 
not a male person of full age and baptized. 


§ 5. Notice shall be given of such election, by the Rector if there be one, or 
if there be none or he shall be absent, by the officiating Minister or Church 
Warden for two Sundays next previous to the day so fixed, in the time of 
Divine Service, and if for any reason the Church be not open for Divine Ser- 
vice the notice may be given by posting it conspicuously on the same two 
Sundays. 


§ 6. Whenever a vacancy in the board so constituted shall happen by 
death or otherwise, the Vestry may fill such vacancy for the unexpired term. 


§ 7 The notice of any election, stated or otherwise, shall specify the 
place, day and hour of holding the same. The pollsshall continue open for one 
hour and longer in the discretion of the presiding officer, or if required by a 
vote of the majority of voters present, and the presiding officer together with 
two other persons, shall make a certificate under their hands and seals of the 
officers so elected. 


$8. The stated annual election shall be holden immediately after morning 
service, and at such elections the Rector, or, if there be none, or he be absent, 
one of the Church Wardens, selected for the purpose by a majority of the duly 
qualified voters present, or if no Warden be present, a Vestryman, selected in 
like manner, shall preside and receive the votes of the electors, and be the 
returning officer ; and shall enter the proceedings in the book of the Minutes 
of the Vestry, and sign his name thereto, and offer the same to as many electors 
present as he shall think fit, to be by them also signed and certified. 


§ 9. The said Church Wardens and Vestrymen shall immediately after 
their election be divided by lot into two classes, numbered one and two, and 
seats of the members of the first class shall be vacated at the expiration of the 
first year, and those of the members of the second class at the end of the second ° 
year. Atall subsequent annual elections one Church Warden, and the num- 
ber of Vestrymen so determined shall be elected. The notice required by law 
to be given for the election of the Church Wardens and Vestrymen shall specify 
the names of the persons whose terms shall expire and whose places are to be 
filled at such election. The Church Wardens and Vestrymen chosen at any of 
the said elections, shall hold their offices until the expiration of the term for 
which they shall be chosen, and until others are chosen in their stead ; and 
shall have power, subject to the Canons of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
to elect a Rector to such Church or Congregation as often as there shall bea 
vacancy therein, and to fix his salary or compensation. 


$10. No Board, or meeting of such Vestry, shall be held unless at Zeast 
three days’ notice thereof shall be given in writing, under the hand of the 
Rector or of one of the Church Wardens ; except that for the first meeting 
after an election, twenty-four hours’ notice shall be sufficient ; and no such 
Board shall be compe:ent to transact any business unless the Rector, if there be 
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one, and at least one of the Church Wardens, and a majority of the Vestrymen 
be present. But if the Rector be absent from the State, and shall have been 
so absent for over four calendar months, or if the meeting has been called by 
the Rector, and he be absent therefrom, the Board shall be competent to trans- 
act all business, if there be present one Church Warden and a majority of the 
Vestrymen ; except that in the absence of the Rector no measure shall be taken 
for effecting a sale or disposition of the real property, nor may any sale or dis- 
position of the capital or principal of the personal estate of such corporation 
be made, nor any act done which shall impair the rights of such Rector. 


§ 11. The Rector, if there be one, and if not, then the Church Warden 
present, or if both the Church Wardens be present, then the Church Warden 
who shall be called to the chair by a majority of votes, shall preside at every 
meeting of the Board, and have the casting vote. 


$12. Whenever any corporation, organized under the provision of this 
Act, shall deem it for the interest of such corporation to change the num- 
ber of its Vestrymen, it shall and may be lawful for such corporation to change 
the same, provided that the number of such Vestrymen shall not thereby be 
made less than four nor more than eight. And in order to effect such change, 
the same shall be authorized and approved by the Vestry at a regular meeting 
thereof ; and shall then at the next stated annual election for Wardens and 
Vestrymen be submitted to, and ratified by a majority of the votes of all the 
qualified voters voting at such election; notice of which proposed change, 
and that the same will be submitted for ratification at such election, shall be 
given at the same time, and in the same manner as is required for notice of 
the said election ; if such change be thus ratified, a certificate shall be made 
setting forth the resolution of the Vestry, and the proceedings to ratify the 
same, together with the fact of the notice being given as required, and shall 
be acknowledged or proved and recorded in the same manner as is required 
for the original certificate of organization; and thereupon the number of 
Vestrymen to constitute a part of the Vestry of such corporation shall be 
such as shall be fixed by the proceedings to effect such change. But such 
change shall not take effect or be operative, until the certificate above men- 
tioned shall have been duly recorded. 


$18. Any Church or corporation in communion with the Protestant Episco- 
pai Church in this State, heretofore incorporated by any special charter now 
in force, may adopt the provisions of this act as to the time for holding its 
annual elections, as to a classification of its Church Wardens and Vestrymen, 
and as to the keeping of a Register to test the qualifications of voters, provided 
the Vestry of such Church shall, by vote at a regular meeting, determine to 
adopt the same, and such vote shall, at the next ensuing stated annual elec- 
tion for Wardens and Vestrymen, be submitted to and ratified by a majority 
of the qualified voters, and certified and recorded in the manner provided by 
Section 2 of the Act hereby amended. 


§ 14. All Acts, and parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions of this 
Act, are hereby repealed, 


On motion, it was 
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Resolved, That the several Committees composing this Committee be, and 
they are hereby, requested to report the action here taken to their respective 
Conventions for consideration

Weport 


OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE ESTATE AND PROPERTY OF THE 
DIOCESAN CONVENTION OF NEW YORK FOR THE YEAR END- 
ING SEPTEMBER 257TH, 1886. 


Since the last Report, the complicated negotiations in regard to St. Mary’s 
Church, Beechwood, have been completed, and the property and endowment 
funds have been turned over to the Trustees. The property consists of a plot 
of ground, a part occupied as a cemetery. 

The Church building of stone has lately been completely repaired and re- 
furnished, and the whole property is free trom debt and in good order. There 
are two endowment funds he!d for the support of this Church and its Rector, 
amounting to $9,206.82. The income of $5,000.00 of this amount is to be ap- 
plied to the support of the Rector, and the income of $4,206.82 is to be applied 
to the general support of the Church work. 

The Treasurer’s Report shows that those funds are invested as follows:

The ‘Trustees still hold the properties mentioned in their last report, to wit: 
the Church at Rosendale, Ulster County ; the Church building and property 
occupied by the parish of the Beloved Disciple on Highty-ninth Street, near 
Madison Avenue, in the city of New York, and the Church property at Cru- 
gers, Westchester County, used by the parish of the Divine Love 

The terms of office of two of the Trustees, Rev. Morgau Dix, D.D., and 
Rey. Thomas M. Peters, D.D., will expire on the first of October, 1886, and 
two persons should be elected by the Convention for the term of four years to 
succeed them. 

The Trustees would respectfully request authority to print the papers re- 
lating to their incorporation, together with their by-laws and list of officers. 
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Many applications are made for information contained in the various papers, 
which cannot conveniently be given unless they are printed, and the Trustees 
would therefore request that the Convention will authorize payment by ‘the 
Treasurer of the Diocesan Fund, of the expense for this printing, there being 
no fund in the hands of the Trustees applicable to the payment of such charges. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

Resolved, That the Treasurer of the Diocesan Fund be authorized to pay 
for the printing of the papers relating to the incorporation of the Trustees of 
the Estate and Property of the Diocesan Convention, and of their by-laws and 
lists of officers. Such payments to be made upon the certificate of the Secre- 
tary of said Trustees, of the expense incurred in such printing. 


3y unanimous vote the ballot was dispensed with, and the Rey. 
MorGAN Dix, D.D., and the Rev. THomas M. PrErsrs, D.D., were 
elected Trustees of the Estate and Property of the Diocesan Conven- 
tion, to serve until October, 1890, 

The Rey. Dr. Seabury presented and read the Report of the 
Trustees of the Parochial Fund : 


The Trustees of the Parochial Fund of the Diocese of New York, beg leave 
to present the following Report : 

To the Report of their Treasurer, hereto annexed, they refer for a statement 
of the income received during the past year, and of the disposition which has 
been made of it, and also of the amount of principal at present held in trust by 
them for the purposes of their organization, and of the several investments by | 
which that principal is secured. It appears from this report of the Treasurer 
that the total amount of the fund held by the Trustees is $61,587.16, of which 
$57,800 are invested in bond and mortgage, and the remainder, awaiting in- 
vestment, is deposited in responsible savings banks and trust companies. It 
also appears that the amount distributed during the past year to beneficiaries 
has been upwards of $2,500. 

The Trustees are happy in being able to report this year a larger amount 
distributed, and a larger number of theirclerical brethren assisted in their 
struggle to live on insufficient incomes, than has heretofore been possible. 
They sincerely regret that the funds which the Church in the Diocese has thus 
far placed in their hands have not allowed them further to extend a bounty, 
which in many cases is much needed. When iti: considered that the greater 
number of the cases in which relief has now been extended are those of 
clergymen whose respective salaries are less than $500 per annum, it will 
hardly be doubted that this relief has been well bestowed ; and when it is con- 
sidered that there are many other clergy in the Diocese whose salaries, even if 
somewhat more than $500, are yet so disproportioned to the cost of the most 
economical living, as to cause them great privations and anxieties in the dis- 
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charge of their duties, it can hardly be wondered that the Trustees should 
desire an increase in gifts bestowed upon the Parochial Fund, which could bear 
a fruit more worthy of the noble design of its foundation. 

The Trustees are persuaded that if their brethren of the clergy and laity 
understood the needs and deserts of this institution, it would receive more 
attention at their hands than it has hitherto done. They therefore beg to re- 
mind them that the Trustees of this corporation are chosen by the vote of this 
Convention, and are bound by their charter to report directly to it; so that 
funds intrusted to this Corporation may be justly considered as a part of the 
trust and responsibility of the Diocese itself ; and that under their charter the 
Trustees are able to afford the opportunity to all who may desire to better the 
condition of the clergy, to do so by giving funds either in general trust for the 
increase of c’erical incomes according to the discretion of the Trustees, or in 
special trust for the benefit of designated parishes. They would also remind 
their brethren that by resolution of this Convention in 1880, it was recom- 
mended that an annual collection for the Parochial Fund should be made in 
every congregation of the diocese; and they would impress upon such indi- 
viduals as may have the desire and the means to do something for the endow- 
ment of particular parishes in which they may be interested, that by intrust- 
ing their bounty to this Corporation, they will secure to the parish for which 
they seek to provide, the benefit of a regular income in perpetuity, without such 
risks as are notoriously attendant upon a gift directly to the parish itself. 
They earnestly desire that these considerations may be borne in mind, by their 
brethren, and hope that the year will not pass without some recognition of the 
value of their work in the way of addition to their funds both by offerings. from 
parishes and by specific donations or bequests ou the part of individuals. The 
Treasurer of this fund is Mr. Wm. Alexander Smith, of 58 Wall Street, N. Y.

Trustees of the Parochial Fund, to serve until October, 1888, 
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The Report of Committee on Historica! Publications was pre- 
sented and read by Gen. James Grant Wilson : 


The Committee on Historical Publications, appointed for the purpose of 
preparing and publishing an account of the Proceedings of the Centenary 
Celebration of the Diocese, together with such other historical matter as might 
be deemed appropriate, have the honor to report that a handsome octavo vol- 
ume of 464 pages, was edited by a member of the Committee, and issued by the 
Appletons in June last. The work contains the Centennial Proceedings of 
September, 1885, in Trinity and St. Thomas’ Churches ; sketches and portraits 
of the seven Bishops of the Diocese; notices of all the parishes in the Diocese ; 
also of the various Institutions of Charity and Learning, and a chapter on the 
Diocesan Church Literature of the past century—1785-1885. 

The Committee desire to express their thanks to Bishops Coxe and Doane, 
and also to the Rey. Drs. De Costa, Seabury, Smith, and Spencer, for valuable 
contributions. To the late Mr, Benjamin Moore, who kindly supplied the fine 
steel engraving of his grandfather, Bishop Moore, used in the Centennial His- 
tory, and to Miss Potter, who procured for the same purpgse the admirable 
portrait of her father, the venerable Bishop of the Diocese, the Committee also 
wish to express their grateful acknowledgments. 

Owing to the surprising apathy and neglect of a large portion of the clergy 
to forward reports from their parishes, although repeatedly requested to do so 
by the Committee, the volume was not published until the summer, which 
has, of course, delayed its sale. It is, however, believed that the balance of 
the edition of one thousand copies will be disposed of before the meeting of 
another annual Convention, and also that its value will soon be enhanced and 
its price increased, as the work is not stereotyped and no more can be printed. 
Should this expectation be realized, the centennial volume will not cost the 
Diocese a single dollar. It would seem to your Committee that every member 
of this Convention should desire to possess a copy of the work, which can be 
obtained of the publishers, D. Appleton & Co., or by gentlemen giving their 
names to the Secretary of the Convention. 

The total expense of the Centennial History, of which 500 copies have been 
bound in cloth and are sold at $4, and 50 copies in half calf, price $7, was 
$2,014.46. From this amount must be deducted the sum of $250, the generous 
gift of a member of the Committee. The net proceeds of the copies already 
sold amount to $296.10. Thirty-seven copies of the book were presented to 
contributors and editors, and $30.92 spent, in advertising in the Churchman 
and other journals, which sum is included in the cost of the work as above 
mentioned.

OF THE SECRETARY OF THE CONVENTION, 


The Secretary of the Convention respectfully reports that he has complied 
with the instructions of the last Convention : 


1. To transmit to the Bishop of the Diocese a certified copy of the Resolu- 
tions offered by the Rev. Dr. Dix, in reply to an oral communication from the 
Bishop, declining, for the future, to receive a salary from this Convention. 

2. To notify the Secretary of the Board of Trustees of the General Theo- 
logical Seminary of the election of Trustees of the Seminary for this Diocese, 
and the term for which they were chosen, 

3. To notify the Secretaries of the several Diocesan Conventions of this 
State, of the appointment of a Committee to confer and act conjointly with like 
Committees of the other Dioceses, concerning the amendment of the Act for the 
Incorporation of Religious Societies. 

4. To publish two thousand copies of the Journal, and fifteen hundred 
copies of the Assistant Bishop’s Address. 

The Diocesan Library is now located in one of the upper rooms of the new 
Library Building of the General Theological Seminary, which the Trustees of 
the Seminary have kindly offered to the Convention for the reception of its 
archives. In its former location, in a room used for other purposes, it was im- 
possible for the Secretary to have that supervision of it which is essential to 
its preservation, and several of the bound volumes of the Journals of this 
Convention are missing. Indeed there is not a complete set of the Journals in 
the Library. One volume, containing the Journals of 1819-1830, has been bor- 
rowed and has not been returned, The Secretary has one complete set of the 
Journals in his office. 

The Secretary assumed the responsibility of making necessary changes in 
the room, and the expense, which amounted to $71.64, was paid by the Treas- 
urer of the Convention, who has the proper vouchers in his possession. The 
Secretary asks the Convention to ratify his action and to appropriate the 
amount from the Diocesan Fund. 

It is customary, once in three years, to bind the Journals of this and other 
Diocesan Conventions into volumes, for their proper preservation and conven- 
ient use. It is suggested to the Convention that order be given for this work 
to be done.

Canow XVI. 


OF THE DIOCESAN MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


Sec. 1. All members of the Church in this Diocese shall be considered as 
constituting the Diocesan Missionary Society. 

Sec. 2. (I.) The Missionary Work of the Diocese shall be conducted ‘he a 
Diocesan Board of Missions. 

(II.) The Convention shall be the Diocesan Board of Missions, sitting as 
such, as often as the business of the Poard may demand. 

Sxo. 8. (I1.) The Diocese shall be divided into five Archdeaconries, to be 
named respectively : 

1. The Archdeaconry of New York, comprising the County of New York. 

2. The Archdeaconry of Richmond, comprising the County of Richmond. 

3. The Archdeaconry of Westchester, comprising the Counties of West- 
chester, Putnam aud Rockland. 

4. The Archdeaconry of Orange, comprising the Counties of Orange, Ulster 
and Sullivan. 

5. The Archdeaconry of Dutchess, comprising the County of Dutchess. 

(II.) The members of each Archdeaconry shall be the Clergy canonically 
resident within its limits, with the Lay Delegates of the several parishes to the 
Diocesan Convention. It shall be the duty of each Archdeaconry [1] to search

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out the religious neéds of its own district, and to conduct and provide for such 
Missionary Work as may be undertaken by it, within its own limits; [2] to 
nominate to the Bishop, for his appointment, all Missionaries and other agents 
of the Archdeaconry, and to fix their salaries ; [3] to have full management 
of its funds; [4] to provide that careful statistics as to the population and con- 
dition of communities and the results of Missionary Work be collected and pre- 
served, 

(III.) The Executive Officer or Archdeacon of each Archdeaconry shall be 
nominated by the Bishop, and eonfirmed by the Archdeaconry at a regular 
meeting, whose duty it shall be, [1] to superintend all Missionary Work con- 
ducted by the Archdeaconry ; [2] to have direction of all Itineraut Clergy and 
Associated Missions ; [3] to make full and regular reports of the same to the 
Archdeaconry ; and [4] in the absence of the Bishop to preside at all meetings. 

(IV,) Each Archdeaconry shall adopt its own by-laws ; elect annually its 
Secretary and Treasurer ; and make before the Annual Meeting of the Board 
of Diocesan Missions, a full report of its year’s work to the Board of Managers 
hereinafter described. : 

Src. 4. [I.] There shall be a Diocesan Board of Managers, consisting of the 
Bishop, the five Archdeacons, Secretaries and Treasurers, and also five clergy- 
men and five laymen, elected by ballot at the Annual Meeting of the Diocesan 
Board of Missions. | 

[II.] It shall be the duty of this Board of Managers, [1] to decide, with the 
approval of the Bishop, what proportion of the whole sum voted by the Dio- 
cese shall be raised by, and what proportion shall be expended by each Arch- 
deaconry ; [2] to devise general plans for making Mission Work more effective, 
and developing a greater Missionary interest throughout the Diocese ; [3] to 
send to the Diocesan Board of Missions, at its annual meeting, a report contain- 
ing the following items :— 

a. Statement of Missionary Work done since last report. 

b. The names of the Missiovaries and Stations. 

ce. An Account of Annual Receipts and Expenditures, comprising all amounts 
received and disbursed by each Archdeaconry. 

d. A list of the Parishes contributing, and of the sums contributed by each 
Parish to Diocesan Missions. 

é. An estimate of the amount of funds needed for the Missionary Work of 
the Diocese for the ensuing year, and a schedule of assessments upon the sev- 
eral Parishes. 

[IlI.] Seven members of the Board of Managers, at a regularly called meet- 
ing, two of whom shall be Archdeacons, shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business, In the absence of the Bishop, one of the Archdeacons 
present shall be elected by the meeting to preside. 

Sec. 5. Canon No. XV., so far as it relates to Diocesan Missions, is hereby 
repealed, and this Canon shall take effect immediately.

Report 


OF THE “NEW YORK PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CITY MISSION 
SOCIETY.” 


The Executive Committee of the ‘‘ New York Protestant Episcopal City 
Mission Society ” respectfully Report that, with the blessing of God and the 
material aid furnished by their brethren of the Clergy and Laity, they have 
been enabled to conduct the affairs of the Society to most cheering and satis- 
factory results, Never, indeed, has there been such occasion for gladness and 
joy as at the close of this 55th anniversary of its organization. Every depart- 
ment of the work has keen sO wisely and faithfully administered that not

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only has no ground ‘been lost, but all has been retained and a substantial 
advance made. 

Heretofore, it has been working as an independent. Society, but the last year 
it has been, in a measure, the Church acting through the Assistant Bishop, 
and your Committee now feel that the time is come when the Society should 
become, literally, the Church acting through the Assistant Bishop, directed by 
the Church represented in this Convention, and responsible to this Convention. 
Thev feel, more than ever, that a great City Mission is properly the work of 
the Church. The machinery of a Society may be needful in connection with 
it, but the Church itself must form the foundation. 

The wise suggestions of the Assistant Bishop, contained in his address in 
1885, have been duly considered, and your Committee have taken definite 
action towards carrying them out. A Clergy House has been secured and 
fitted up as a center of Missionary operations. A reorganization of the work- 
ing plans of the Society has been adopted, which, it is believed, will very 
largely increase its scope and influence, and your Committee feel that the whole 
Diocese is interested, and deeply so, in the Mission Work of our Church in this 
city. 

The contrast between the standing of the Society fifteen years ago, when it 
was heavily burdened with debt, and handicapped in many respects, and its pres- 
ent position of absolute freedom from debt—of greatly increased facilities for 
work—and especially as being the only Protestant Christian body officially em- 
powered by the ‘‘ Hon. Commissioners of Charities and Corrections ” to minister 
to the spiritual wants of the inmates of the Public Institutions under their 
care—this contrast, your Committee think, should commend this work to the 
mind and heart of the whole Church in this Diocese. 

It is true that City Missions is not what most persons would call an excit- 
ing topic, and yet, perhaps, there is no subject which, for the present, has 
taken such hold upon the minds of many earnest Churchmen, and which, for the 
future, has in it such a store of either good or evil. It is not too much to say 
that our character, nay, our very existence, as a Church, seems wrapt up in it, 
and that the course of action adopted will show whether, as a Church, we really 
care for or negiect the poor in the city, or the large class of criminals and un- 
fortunates found in the Public Institutions. 

Much has been done, but this much only shows how wide is the field as yet 
untouched. 

God, in His good Providence, has come to the help of the Society in a most 
unexpected manner, by putting it into the minds of the Honorable Commis- 
sioners to appoint two Christian men as Wardens—one at the Work House and 
the other at the Penitentiary on Blackwell’s Island—and also to give them, at 
each place, a most efficient Christian woman as Matron. These all believe in 
and work for thorough individual reformation of heart and life. The result is 
already marked. The fact that our Missionaries have their personal and offi- 
cial influence and co-operation, gives a new character to their efforts. The 
inmates find themselves breathing a new and wholesome atmosphere, filled 
with thoughts and suggestions of repentance and Christian living. It is easy 
to understand that this prepares the way for the ministrations of a faithful 
Missionary, by whom, with the aid of the Holy Spirit, the erring may be re- 
claimed and the “lost” saved. 


/ 
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The reorganization of the Society contemplates and provides for much more 
extended operations than heretofore, both in the city and on the adjacent 
Islands, and of course for a much larger force of workers. But your Com- - 
mittee are fully persuaded that, if sustained by their brethren, the results will 
fill all hearts with thanksgiving and praise to Almighty God. 

The several Departments remain nearly the same as at the last Report. 
Two changes have taken place, viz.: Rev. J. H. Ranger resigned St. Barnabas’ 
Chapel to become Rector cf a parish at Bay Ridge, and Rev. Mr. Anketell has 
succeeded Rev. Mr, Willing at Bellevue Hospital. 

At St. Barnabas’ House 1,668 persons were received and cared for; 9,094 
lodgings and 54,288 meals were furnished during the year; an average of 34 
children were present daily in the Day Nursery, and an aggregate of 604 fam- 
ilies and 7,650 persons were visited by the Sisters. The usual services in the 
Chapel were regularly held ; the Sewing School, the Employment Society, the 
Mothe’s Meetings, the Girls’ Friendly Society, and the Free Reading Room, 
were abundantly useful. 

The Charity Organization Society, as heretofore and always, has been of 
incalculable benefit in dealing with the applications for assistance of every 
kind, by investigations and prompt information in regard to unworthy objects.

~ carry on a little City Mission—a little war against the vast host which Satan is 
daily training within our midst in the dextrous use of his own deadly weap- 
ons, is impossible for us. Our wealthy communicants—all sworn servants of 
the Cross of self-denial—and our wealthy parishes, must all come forward to 
the work. One extra tithe from every Churchman in the Diocese would do it 
all.” 

Therefore, whatsoever our hands find to do, let us do it with our might.

The Missionary Committee is glad to report that the cause of Diocesan Mis- 
sions during the past year has met with an awakened interest on the part of 
both the clergy and the laity ; and that the future holds out the prospect of 
its taking the place which it so justly and properly deserves. 

The generous and cordial response to the appeal of the Assistant Bishop 
has enabled the Treasurer to pay promptly all the stipends due to the Mis- 
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sionaries ; and he has now the means on hand of meeting those due in Octo- 
ber—a most unusual and gratifying condition of the treasury. 

During the past year, by the kind contribution of $500 by one of the Clergy 
of the Diocese, the Bishop has been enabied to inaugurate the system of Itiner- 
ant Missionaries, and one missionary has already been employed with encour- 
aging results in the counties of Sullivan, Ulster and Orange. 

The proposed change in the method of administering the Missionary Work 
of the Divcese has the heartiest indorsement of the Committee, and if carried 
out, the transfer of the invested funds in the Committee’s hands will be made 
without delay.

The Rev. Dr. Dix took the chair, at the request of the President. 
Mr. Thomas P. Cummings presented and read the Report of the 
Trustees of the Episcopal Fund. 


The Trustees of the Episcopal Fund of the Diocese of New York report 
that the capital of the Episcopal Fund in their hands is $115,405.08, having 
been increased during the past year by contributions from various parishes 
amounting to $467.14, and by a bequest from Tracy R. Edson, Esq., of $1,000. 

Seventy-nine thousand five hundred dollars is now invested upon bond and 
mortgage upon approved city property. $1,000 is in a U. 8. 4 per cent. bond, 
registered, and $34,905.08 is on deposit with the United States Trust Co., at 2 
per cent. 
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During the month of October, 1885, the Trustees received from the Bishop 
of the Diocese, the following communication : 


‘* To the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund of the Diocese of New York: 

‘‘ Although the Convention of the Diocese, at its session just closed, has 
again, with an affectionate generosity, for which I am deeply grateful, de- | 
clined to accept the surrender by me of the salary hitherto paid to me, I 
must still act upon my own views of duty, and accomplish my purpose in an- 
other way. Accordingly, I hereby transfer to you, to be applied to the support 
of the Assistant Bishop, all the income from the investment of the Episcopal 
Fund, accrued or to accrue, less the sums payable for the taxes, insurance, 
and repairs of the Episcopal residence ; and also all other moneys under your 
control, already received or hereafter to be received, which would, but for this 
instrument, be applicable to my salary, such funds to be paid by you either 
directly to the Assistant Bishop or to any Committee or officer charged by the 
Convention with the duty of providing for his salary, as may be most expedi- 
ent, and with the same effect, as a discharge to you, as though they had been 
first paid to me and by me paid over. 

‘‘ And to the end that no assessments need further to be made in order to 
make up the salary heretofore enjoyed by me, I hereby relinquish all claim, 
legal or equitable, to such salary, and release the Diocese from all obligation 
in respect to the same, leaving to you, however, full authority to take all such 
proper measures, as you may be authorized by the Convention to take, to pro- 
vide for the salary of the Assistant Bishop. And these presents shall be your 
sufficient legal warrant and authority for all acts done by you in accordance 
with their tenor. 

‘* Given under my hand and seal this fifth day of October, in the year of our 
Lord, one thousand eight hundred and eighty-five.

The number of beneficiaries is at present six. 

With regard to the legacy received during the past year from the estate of 
Sarah Burr, the Trustees report as follows :— 

This legacy was given by Miss Sarah Burr to this Corporation, by a will 
executed April 3d, 1866, prior to the separation of the Dioceses of Long Island 
and Albany from the former Diocese of New York. At the time of said sepa- 
ration an apportionment was made of the funds in the Treasury of this Corpo- 
ration, by whichthey were divided among the three new Dioceses. (See Report 
of Committee on Apportionment of Funds, Journal of Convention, 1869, p. 59.) 

It is undoubted that the Trustees of the Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund of 
this Diocese are legally entitled to retain the whole of this legacy. The Trus- 
tees recognize, however, that the will giving the legacy was executed prior to 
the division of the Diocese, and that it must therefore be presumed that the 
testatrix intended and expected that the benefit of her gift should extend 
throughout the whole of the old Diocese. The Trustees consider that they are 

equitably bound to carry out as far as possible the intentions of the testatrix. 
It has, therefore, seemed proper to them to recommend that this legacy should 
be apportioned among the three Dioceses of Albany, Long Island and New 
York, and that the apportionment should be calculated upon the basis of the 
prior appoitionment of the funds of this Corporation, as directed by the Con- 
vention of 1869,

OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON ENLARGING THE USEFULNESS OF 
THE FUNvY FOR AGED AND INFIRM CLERGYMEN. 


The Special Committee appointed to consider how to increase the usefulness 


of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen, respectfully reports to the Con- _ 


vention as follows; 
The Committee has considered that the adoption of the recommendations 


in its report submitted to the last Convention, was an approval of the plans “ 
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thereby presented, and during the past year has had under discussion how best 
to put those plans into operation. 

The Committee assumed, also, that the last Convention had decided, by 
adopting the Committee’s report, that the new plans should be carried out by 
the Trustees of the present Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen, and it 
therefore proceeded to obtain suck changes in the charter of the existing cor- 
poration as would enable it to hold the two other funds to be placed in its 
hands. A bill was prepared and submitted to counsel, who recommended that, 
in view of the enlarged scope of the corporation, the number of the Trustees 
should be increased to five. 

The bill, with this amendment, was introduced into both the Senate and 
Assembly, but too late to be passed at the last session of the Legislature. 

A copy of this bill, with a few necessary changes, is annexed to this report 
(Schedule A). It will be introduced again early in the next session. 

The new plans involve the establishment of two separate funds in addition 
to that at present in hand, one for widows and children of deceased clergymen, 
and one for use in facilitating life insurance among the clergy. 

In discussing how to provide funds for the new plans, it was the unani- 
mous opinion of the Committee that the funds applicable to assist Aged and 
Infirm Clergymen at present on hand, together with legacies to fall in here- 
after, were amply sufficient forall needs in the present and immediate future. 
The Committee, therefore, recommends that the collection on Thanksgiving 
Day, called for by Canon XVI., be no longer appropriatea for Aged and Iufirm 
Clergymen, but that, until further action of the Convention, and in the absence 
of special designation, it be divided equally between the fund for widows and 
children of clergymen and the fund for facilitating life insurance. 

Also, that all undesignated legacies given to the Corporation by wills exe- 
cuted after this date be equally divided among the three funds. 

Also, that all proper publicity be given to the increased scope of the corpo- 
ration, and that the public be invited to increase these two funds by donations 
and legacies. 

In order to give proper publicity to the change, the Committee resolved to 
ask of the Convention permission to print separately copies of this and the 
preceding reports, and to distribute them through the Diocese. 

The Committee has drawn up and presents herewith rules for the govern- 
ance of the Trustees in the management of both of the new funds (Schedule B). 

It is understood that,in the absence of any practical experience of the work- 
ing of these rules, they cannot amount to more than suggestions for the carry- 
ing out of the new plans, and the Committee therefore recommends that dis- 
cretion be given to the Trustees, and that they be permitted, under the 
supervision of the Convention, to alter or suspend them during the next few 
years, and until experience shali enable them to frame rules which may be 
made binding by the Convention. 

With regard to the plan for facilitating life insurance, set forth by these 
rules, the Committee states that after further consideration of the plan con- 
tained in its report to the last Convention, it has deemed it impracticable to 
provide for any payment by a parish in furtherance of this scheme, and that 
portion of the plan has, therefore, been dropped. 

The Committee also presents herewith a proposed new canon, to be adopted

in place of the present canon relating to the Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund 
(Schedule C), which should not go into effect until the charter of the existing 
corporation has been properly amended. 

It also presents the following resolutions, to: be passed by the Convention, 
in order to put the new plans into operation: 


Resolved, That the action of the Special Committee for enlarging the usefulness of the 
Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund, be approved ; that the said Committee be continued, and that it 
be instructed to present to the next Legislature, and endeavor to obtain the enactment of, the 
bill, of which a copy is annexed to this report, 

Resolved, That the said Special Committee be empowered and directed to print separately 
its two reports to this Convention, with such proper introduction and additions as m y be 
necessary, and to distribute the same through the Diocese, 

Resolved, That all undesignated donations made after October first, 1886, and all legacies 
given to the Corporation by wills executed after that date, be apportioned equally among the 
three funds provided for by said act and the canon, as amended at this Convention. 

Resolved, That the rules for the management of the two additional funds established by 
said canon, which are annexed to this report, be adopted, and that, until further action of the 
Convention, the Trustees of the Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund may alter, suspend, or add to 
said rules, in their discretion; but any such alteration, suspension, or addition shall be re- 
ported by the said Trustees to the next Convention. 


The Committee also respectfully suggests to the Convention that, in case of 
the adoption of this report, it will be necessary to elect two additional Trustees 
of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen, who should take office from the 
time of the amendment to the charter and the going into effect of the new 
canon. . 
The last Convention also referred to this Committee the following resolu- 
tions : i 


Resolved, That a committee of seven—four clergymen and three laymen—be appointed to 
consider the expediency of employing life insurance as a means of obtaining funds for Church 
purposes. 

Resolved, That the Convention request the Bishop to give such credentials as he may deem 
fit to persons who may be willing, as life insurance agents, to attempt the carrying out of the 
scheme proposed. 


As to these resolutions, the Committee reports that the questions raised 
thereby are so entirely distinct from the objects for which this Committee was 
appointed, that it has felt that it was not properly charged with their consid- 
eration. The Committee, therefore, is not prepared to recommend any action 
in regard to them.

AN ACT to amend Chapter five hundred and sixty of the Laws of eighteen 
hundred and fifty-three, entitled ‘‘ An Act to incorporate the Trustees of 
the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen of the Protestant Episcopal 
Ohurch in the Diocese of New York,” and to enlarge the powers of the 
said Corporation. ; 


The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows : 


SECTION 1. Section one of Chapter five hundred .and sixty of the 
Laws of eighteen hundred and fifty-three, entitled ‘* An Act to in- 
corporate the Trustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of New York,” 
is hereby amended so as to read as follows : 

§ 1. The five trustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Cler- 
gymen of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of New 
York, elected at the last annual Convention of said church in the 
said diocese and their successors duly elected and appointed in the 
manner hereinafter prescribed, and the fishop of the diocese as 
hereinafter provided, are hereby constituted a body corporate by the 
name of THE TRUSTEES OF THE FUND FOR AGED AND INFIRM 
CLERGYMEN OF THE PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH IN THE DiIo- 
CESE oF New York, and by that name shall have perpetual succes- 
sion and be capable of taking and holding by gift, grant or devise 
real or personal estate or both for the purposes of said corporation : 
provided the yearly value or income of the same shall not exceed the 
sum of Thirty thousand dollars. The bishop for the time being of 
the said church in said diocese who shall be in full and actual ex- 
ercise of all the duties appertaining to the office, shall, by virtue 
thereof, be one of the Trustees of the said fund, in addition to the 
five trustees so elected and appointed as aforesaid. 


SECTION 2. Section two of said act is hereby amended so as to 
read as follows : 


§ 2. The objects of the said corporation shall be : 

1st. The management and care of the ftind now provided, to- 
gether with that which may hereafter be contributed or acquired, 
and any accumulation accruing from the investment thereof, for 
the relief of aged and infirm clergymen of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, in the diocese of New York, and the appropriation of the 
same to that purpose, according to the directions to be, from time 
to time, given by the Convention of said Church in said diocese.

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2nd. The management and care of a fund to be hereafter con- 
tributed or acquired and of any accumulation accruing from the 
investment thereof, to be used for the relief of widows and children 
of deceased clergymen of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
diocese of New York, and the appropriation of the same to that 
purpose according to the directions to be, from time to time, given 
by the Convention of said Church in said Diocese. 

3rd. The management and care of a fund to be hereafter con- 
tributed or acquired and of any accumulations arising from the in- 
vestment thereof, to be used to facilitate the effecting of life in- 
surance by clergymen of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
Diocese of New York, and the appropriation of the same to that 
purpose according to the directions to be, from time to time, given 
by the Convention of said Church in said Diocese. 


SEcTION 3. Section three of said act is hereby amended so as to 
read as follows : 


§ 3. The said trustees so elected and appointed shall be 
chosen from the lay members of said church in said diocese. They 
shall hold their offices during the pleasure of the said Convention 
and all vacancies occurring in said trustees shall, from time to 
time, be filled by said convention, or in such manner as the said 
convention shall direct. The said Trustees shall appoint from their 
number a Chairman, Treasurer and Secretary. No act of said trus- 
tees shall be valid, unless authorized by a resolution adopted at a 
regular meeting of said trustees by a majority of the same, and re- 
corded by the Secretary, in a book to be kept as a record of their 
proceedings, which book shall be open to the inspection of said 
Convention. 

SECTION 4. Section six of said act is hereby amended so as to 
read as follows : 

§ 6. The Treasurer of the said Fund shall have the custody of 
all property of which the said fund shall be composed and shall 
hold the same subject to such directions as the said Trustees shall 
from time to time give in relation thereto. 


Section 5. This act shall take effect immediately.

RULES FOR THE MANAGEMENT OF THE FUNDS FOR WIDOWS 
AND CHILDREN OF CLERGYMEN. 


Rute 1. Aid from this fund may be extended to the family of 
any deceased clergyman as follows : 

a. The clergyman whose family is to be aided must, at the time 
of his death, have been canonically connected with the diocese. 

b. He must also have been resident within the diocese for the 
term of at least three years immediately preceding his death, in the 
case of clergymen who obtained deacon’s orders within this diocese, 
and for the term of at least five years in other cases. 

c. In the case of clergymen whose families are not entitled to 
receive aid from this fund under the two preceding subdivisions of 
this rule, aid may nevertheless be extended to them if such clergy- 
men shall have been at any time canonically connected with and 
engaged in active service in this diocese for the space of ten years, 
and such service need not necessarily have been continuous. 


Rue 2. The following members of the family of any clergyman 
qualified under the preceding Rule, may be aided from this fund. 

a. The Widow.—Aid may be extended to her only during her 
widowhood. 

b. The Daughters.—Aid may be extended to them until their 
marriage. 

c. The Sons.—Aid may be extended to them until their major- 
ity, or until death in cases of physical or mental disability. 

d. T'he Grandchildren.—Aid may be extended to them during 
their minority, but only when the parent, by reason of descent from 
whom they are entitled to receive aid from this fund, shail not be 
living. 

Rv LE 3. The amount of the aid extended shall be discretionary 
with the Trustees, and shall be fixed after considering the facts of 
each case. It may be diminished or discontinued at any time in the 
discretion of the Trustees. 


Aid may be in the shape of an annuity or a donation or both. 
Annuities shall not exceed : 

$250 for adults. 

$100 for minors under ten years of age. 

$150 for wuinors over ten years of age. 
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In addition to the above annuities there may be paid : 

a. The expenses of education of minors over ten years of age. 
No allowance shall be made for this purpose exceeding $300 per 
annun, 

b. The funeral expenses of any person entitled to receive aid 
during his life. No allowance shall be made for this purpose ex- 
ceeding $100. 

c. Special donations not exceeding $200 per annum.

RULES FOR THE MANAGEMENT OF THE FUND FOR FACILITAT- 
ING LIFE INSURANCE. 
Rute 1. Aid from this fund shall not be extended to any clergy- 
man unless he shall be resident in, and canonically connected with, 
the diocese. 


Rute 2. The aid extended shall consist solely in the payment of 
a portion of the premium of a policy of insurance on the life of the 
clergymen applying for aid. 

Rue 3. No insurance shall be effected by means of aid from 
this fund, for an amount exceeding $15,000, nor except in such 
Company or Companies as the Trustees shall deem proper. 


Rute 4. The amount of aid extended shall be discretionary with 
the Trustees, and shall be fixed after considering the facts of each 
case. It may be diminished or discontinued at any time in the dis- 
cretion of the Trustees, 


Rute. 5. Aid may be extended as follows : 

a. The Trustees may pay one-half the amount of the premiums 
on any policy taken out subject to these rules. This payment shall 
be considered as a gift to the insured from the fund. 

6. In addition to the above payment, the Trustees may pay one- 
quarter of the amount of the premiums on any policy taken out 
subject to these rules. ‘T'his payment shall be considered as a loan 
to the insured from the fund, without interest, payable (subject to 
the provisions of Rule 6) at his death, or at the sooner maturing of 
the policy. It shall be payable only from the proceeds of the policy, 
and no applicant shall be liable for any deficiency in case of failure 
to realize the amount of the loan out of such proceeds. 

Rutz 6. In case of the removal of the insured from the diocese, 
no further payments on account of the premiums shall be made, 
and that portion of the premiums which may theretofore have been 
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loaned by said Trustees, may, in their discretion, become payable 
immediately. 

Rue 7. Each policy shall be assigned by the insured to the 
Trustees, and held by them in trust to repay to themselves, upon the 
maturing of the policy, the amount of the loan made by them, and 
to, pay the balance to the estate of the insured, or to such bene- 
ficiary as shall be named in the policy. They shall be empowered 
to surrender the policy in case of non-payment, by the insured, of 
that portion of the premium payable by him, or in case of removal 
of the insured from the diocese, or in any other case, in their dis- 
cretion. 

Rue 8. In the event of the surrender of the policy by the Trus- 
tees, they shall deduct from the amount received for its surrender- 
value, all payments made by them and which are to be considered 
as a loan under the above rules, and they shall pay the balance to 
the insured. 

Ru LE 9. Applicants shall agree to release the Trustees from any 
liability for any loss by reason of the failure of the company insured 
in, or otherwise.

Weport 
OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE SALARY OF THE ASSISTANT BISHOP. 


The Committee on the salary of the Assistant Bishop respectfully report : 

In accordance with the resolution adopted at the last Convention, this Com- 
mittee certified to the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund, on the 27th of February 
last, that the sum needed to make up the difference between the income of 
the Fund in the hands of this Committee and $9,000 was $5,340, and the same 
has been since received by this Committee from the said Trustees. 

The principal of the Fund in the hands of this Committee remains as last 
reported to the Convention, no effort having been made since then for its in- 
crease. 

It is, however, respectfully suggested that hereafter, at no distant day, 
earnest and systematic effort should be made, either by this Committee, or by 
the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund, or by both, for obtaining a sufficient sum 
to make the amount of the Episcopal Fund, together with the amount of the 
Fund in the hands of this Committee, at least $250,000 ; or enough to yield a 
clear annual income of $12,500 for the support of the Episcopate of the 
Diocese. 

Meanwhile, in view of the fact that it is necessary that the Assistant 
Bishop provide himself with a suitable residence, this Committee are of opin- 
ion that the present salary of $9,000 is inadequate for his proper support, and 
should be increased to $12,500 per annum, They, therefore, recommend that 
an annual allowance of $3,500 for house rent, in addition to his present salary, 
be made to the Ass'stant Bishop, until further ordered by the Convention, pay- 
able quarterly, the first payment thereof on the 21st of October next ; and to 
this end this Committee respectfully request the adoption of the following 
Resolutions: 

Resolved, That, in addition to the present salary of the Assistant Bishop, there be allowed 


and paid to him, until further ordered by this Convention, $3,500 per annum house rent, paya- 
ble quarterly, the first payment thereof on the 21st day of October next. 
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Resolved, That the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund assess the Parishes of the Diocese, ac- 
cording to the method adopted for assessment of the salary of the Bishop, such sum as, on or 
before the first of January next, may be certified to them by the Committee on the salary of 
the Assistant Bishop as needed to make up the difference between the income of the Fund in the 
hands of such Committee, with income of the Episcopal Fund applicable thereto, and $12,500— 
allowance being made in such assessment to any Parish which, as a Parish, has contributed to- 
ward the principal of the Fund for the salary of the Assistant Bishop, at the rate of five per cent. 
per annum on the amount so contributed ; and, also, every Parish making voluntary annual 
contribution toward such salary being allowed the amount so contributed on account of the 
assessment upon it. 


Annexed are statements by the Treasurer, showing the sums received and 
paid out since the last report of this Committee, and the balance now in its 
hands.

Weport 


OF COMMITTEE ON SETTLEMENT OF “THE ALBANY CLAIM.” 


The Committee beg to report that the promise of aid from the Mother Dio- 
cese of New York to the Diocese of Albany, in order to be redeemed, still 
requires a vigorous effort. Acting upon the compromise which, after much 
thought and mutual concession, was framed two years since, and accepted by 
both parties, the Committee have had a plan of settlement to go upon far more 
satisfactory than the one which preceded it, which, during so many years, was 
never introduced here without leading to acrimonious debate. 

In the present plan, all questions of legal right on the part of the Diocese 
of Albany are waived, at least for the time. The Episcopal Fund of the 
Diocese of New York remains untouched, while an unseemly and painful dis- 
agreement between two adjoining Dioceses, holding the relation of Mother and 
Daughter, is exchanged for a method of settlement conceived in the spirit of 
Christian kindness and charity. 

It is hoped, by this treatment of the matter, to obtain $28,000, the sum 
agreed upon in the compromise as an offering to Albany, and to accomplish 
this by an assessment of ten per cent, upon the salaries of the Rectors, to be 
paid by the several parishes of the Diocese. The Committee reported sub- 
stantial progress to the last Convention, and, although disappointed and dis- 
satisfied at the review of their work during the present conventional year, a ” 
decided advance has been made. It is something, at least, that the Venerable 
Corporation of Trinity Church, whose able representatives in this body from 
the outset have resisted all resort to the Episcopal Fund, consents to be as- 
sessed, provided the whole amount is secured. It is understood that Grace 
Church will do the same upon the same condition, and St. Thomas’s Church 
also accepts the assessment without condition. Thes2 three parishes supply 
a goodly portion of what is required. 

The Committee accordingly renew their appeal to the Convention, and

through the Convention to the Diocese, for a more lively co-operation and sup- 
port. They invoke such immediate effort, upon the hasis of this compromise, 
as shall produce the result without delay. It is vain to expect release from 
such an obligation by disowning it or postponing it. If it carry the weight of 
an obligation—and very many in both Dioceses are prepared to maintain that 
it does—then the sooner it is discharged the better, for we cannot forget that 
this is a matter between brethren—members of one spiritual household, who 
should not only be eager to allay dis-ension, and pluck up every root of bit- 
terness, but even more eager to set before the world a high example of deli- 
cacy and alacrity in discharging dues, and who should give to a promise 
solemnly made the force of an oath, or a registered bond, and not remain con- 
tent until it was satisfied. 

The Committee would barely add to their report a respectful reference to 
the removal, by death, of two distinguished gentlemen from the Diocese of 
Albany, both long identified with this interest, who, within the present year, 
have been called away—the Rev. Francis Harison, D.D., and Judge James 
Forsyth. Even in its bearing upon general interests, the loss of such men to 
the : oung Diocese is not easily computed, but to no one object were these gen- 
tlemen more earnestly devoted than to the adjustment of this claim. Judge 
Forsyth, to whom the Bishop of Albany refers in a recent obituary as “ the 
foremost Layman of his Diocese,” was conspicuously and from the outset its 
untiring advocate—insisting that in default of its payment it could be legally 
enforced. Upon the adoption of the compromise, however, he gladly wel- 
comed the prospect of a harmonious settlement, and no member of the Joint 
Committee, either in tone or manner, did more to promote peace than Judge 
Forsyth. 

While the sod is still fresh upon the graves of our associates in this work, 
it would be a most timely and fitting thing if we could bring it to a conclu- 
sion, and send to the Diocese of Albany the full amonnt of the compromise, 
with reassuring words of sympathy and affection.

OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON THE SUPPLEMENT TO THE

The Committee appointed at the last Diocesan Convention, to memorialize 
the General Convention, in reference to a Supplement to the Hymnal, the use 
of which shall be optional, beg leave respectfully to report that they are 
unanimously of the opinion that a Supplement to the Hymnal is greatly to be 
desired, and that this Convention should memorialize the General Convention 
to take such action as in its wisdom it shall deem most expedient to accom- 
plish such a result ; and 

Whereas, There seems to be a great need for hymns of a distinctly missionary character— 
for special seasons and services, as well as for the great aggressive work which the Church should 
be doing, 

Be it resolved, That the Diocese of New York is of the opinion that such a Supplement as is 
proposed is desirable, and that the General Convention should be memorialized through its 
Deputies, to take such action as it may deem most expedient. 

Resolved, That the Deputies of this Convention to the General Convention, to be held in 
Chicago during October, 1886, be requested to present, in the name and on the behalf of the 
Diocese of New York, the following Memorial, to wit : 

The Diocese of New York prays and memorializes the General Convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the United States of America, that it appoint a Commission to prepare a 
Supplement to the Hymnal of the Church, comprising, 

First : Hymns distinctively missionary, and for speciai services and seasons, and for the 
great aggressive work which the Church should be doing ; and 

Second: A collection of Hymns that shall fairly place our Hymnology on a level with that 
of the other branches of the Anglican Church.

This sum may be increased during the present session of the Convention. 

During the past Conventional year twenty-four young gentlemen belonging 
to the Diocese of New York, distributed in various Institutions, have been 
pursuing their studies with a view to the Sacred Ministry, supported in part 
by the aid of the Society. The Superintendent feels justified iu saying, from 
personal knowledge, and from sufficient evidence where personal knowledge 
was wanting, that this aid has been well bestowed. 

The scholarships granted by the Society to these beneficiaries represen! but 
a small part of its work. Thecause of Theological Education in the other four 
Dioceses of New York is equally embraced within the purpose of its organiza- 
tion. So that with practically a fixed income, and with an increasing number 
of applications for assistance from year to year, it becomes more and more im- 
portant that its funds should be supplemented by the collections in the Par- 
ishes. It is but a small sum that the individual receives, and not at all suffi-- 
cient for his support. Many necessary expenses must be defrayed from his 
private means, and, to mention one heavy charge, among others, for which no. 
provision is made, the purchase of proper text-books is a constant tax upon his 
resources, which he is too often unable to meet. His life, at best, is a struggle 
with difficulties which entitles him to the sympathy of the Church. If it be- 
true that there is a perceptible falling off in the number of candidates for Holy 
Orders, sufficient to awaken alarm and apprehension, may it not be owing, in 
some measure, to the natural shrinking of young men from the uncertainties. 
and anxieties which are incident to the period of preparation ? And should not. 
the fact, if it be a fact, lead to a more general and more liberal compliance. 
with the provisions of the Canon ? 

The Superintendent, in behalf of the Society, would express the hope that 
the statement and appeal of the Committee appointed at a recent meeting of 
the Convention will be carefully considered by the Clergy and Parishes of the. 
Diocese.

Report 


OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE ON THE GENERAL THEOLOGICAL 
SEMINARY. 


Nothing has occurred in the history of the General Theological Seminary 
during the past year to impair the statement of the Committee of the last Dio- 
cesan Convention that ‘‘its condition is such as to justify the expectations of 
its friends, and to inspire confidence for the future.” ‘That confidence has 
been realized in its measure, and, judging from the large assemblage of 
Alumni at the last Commencement, it is widely shared. The laying of the 
corner-stone of the Chapel of the Good Shepherd, which took place on that 
occasion, was a delightful evidence of the devout generosity awakened in be- 
half of the Seminary, and a cheering augury of renewed and inereased bene- 
diction on its sacred work. It is gratifying to your Committee to be able to | 
report that the number of students has only been equalled in one year of its 
existence. 

The interests of this Diocese in the Seminary are so large and varied, and 
the means of obtaining information at the assembling of the Convention so 
inadequate, that your Committee are of opinion that a permanent Committee 
should be appointed to sit during the recess and report to the succeeding Con- 
vention. 

As there is no vacancy in the Trustees chosen by the Convention of 1885 
to ‘‘hold their office until the Convention next following the General Conven- 
tion of 1886,” this Committee has no nomination to make.

«An Act relating to Marriage Licenses,” providing for officers to isswe license 
for parties to marry. 


Resolved, That the General Convention be requested to take action in order 
to secure uniformity in the law of marriage throughout the United States. 


On motion of the Rev. Dr. Richey, it was 


Resolved, That the Secretary of the Convention be requested to print a copy 
of Canon XI., ‘‘Of Vacant Parishes,”’ and send a copy of the same to the Clerks 
of Vestries, calling their attention to the provisions of the Canon. 
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The Rey. Arthur Brooks offered the following Resolution, which 
was adopted : 

Resolved, That the contribution to be required, according to Canon XIV. of 
this Diocese, from every congregation of the Diocese to the Diocesan Fund, for 
the Conventional year 1886-87, be one-half of one per cent. on the amount of 
the salary of its Clergyman. 


On motion of the Rev. Mr. Buel, it was 


Resclved, That the thanks of this Convention be given to the Rector, Church 
Wardens and Vestrymen of Trinity Church, New York, for the use of the 
Chapel of St. Augustine, by this Convention, and for their generous hospitality 
to its members. 


Resolved, That the thanks of this Convention be given to the Secretary, the 
Assistant Secretaries and the Treasurer for their labors. 


On motion of the Rev. Dr. Donald, it was 


Ordered, That 2,000 copies of the Journal of this Convention, and 1,500 
copies of the Assistant Bishop’s Address, be published and distributed under 
the direction of the Secretary. 


The Rey. Mytton Maury, D.D., offered the following Resolutions, 
which were not adopted : 5 

Resolved, That this Convention does hereby indorse and recommend for 
adoption in the Diocese, the plau proposed by the mover of these Resolutions 
for securing parochial and other endowments by means of life insurance. 

Ttesolved, That Dr. Maury be, and is hereby requested to prepare and send — 
to the clergy of the Diocese a circular setting forth the details of the plan, 
with suggestions for carrying it out. 

The Rev. Mr. Buel offered the following Resolution, which was 
adopted : 

Resolved, That after the approval of the minutes, and the usual devotions, 
the Convention adjourn sine die. 


The minutes of this day’s proceedings were read and approved. 

The Assistant Bishop having briefly addressed the Convention, 
congratulating its members on the unexampled harmony and cour- 
tesy, and the marked ability which had distinguished its proceed- 
ings, said that he had been charged by the venerable Bishop of the 
Diocese to convey to the Convention his love and blessing. 

The Rev. Dr. Richey offered the following Resolutions, which 
were unanimously adopted : 

Resolved, That the clergy and laity of New York, in Convention assembled, 
do hereby present to the Right Reverend Horatio Potter, D.D., Bishop of the 


Diocese, their grateful acknowledgment of his generous relinquishment of his 
lawful claims on the Episcopal Fund, and do most affectionately extend to him 
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assurances of their sympathy and regard during the period of his separation 
from them in the active discharge of his Episcopate.

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To THE CONVENTION OF THE DIOCESE OF NEW YoRK, 1886. 
BRETHREN OF THE CLERGY AND LAITY: . 


Appended to this address will be found a detailed statement of 
my official acts for the past year. In addition to this, I have cele- 
brated the Holy Communion fifty-five times, baptized one infant, 
celebrated six marriages (of the clergy or of persons without a 
parochial connection), and officiated at five funerals. Four corner- 
stones have been laid, five Churches or Parish Houses have been 
consecrated or dedicated, and I have also officiated in connection 
with the opening services of two Churches not yet ready for conse- 
cration, Of the corner-stones, two have been laid upon the grounds 
of the General Theological Seminary (one of them by the Bishop 
of Long Island) representing the beginnings of the Deanery and the 
Chapel of the Good Shepherd, by which structures the already 
greatly improved material fabric of the Seminary will be carried a 
long way toward completion, and the crown will be set upon the 
noble group of buildings to be assembled on this venerable site, by 
the addition of the beautiful and stately Memorial now in process 
of erection. In this connection, my thanks are due to the Dean 
and Standing Committee of the Seminary for enabling me to hold 


the usual Wednesday Reception for the members of the Conven-: — 


tion in the new library, thus giving them an opportunity to see 
what has been accomplished during the past few years in the better- 
ment of an Institution in which the whole Church has so deep an 
interest. 

On the 28th of November last, at a service in which I was as- 
sisted by divers of the neighboring clergy, I consecrated the Church | 
of the Holy Cross, Clintondale, an,edifice begun some years ago, 
and recently completed through the energetic labors of the Rey. 
Mr. Tarrant, of Highland Falls. It is, as yet, only a Missionary 
Station, but offers a promising opening for the labors of the West- 
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ern Convocation. Let me here acknowledge the gifts of those who, 
in various parts of the Diocese, generously aided in its completion. 
December 2d, I was privileged to dedicate the Parish House of 
Christ Church, Yonkers, a fresh instance of the liberality of one 
to whom the Church in that community owes not a little; and on 
December 16th, I forma!ly opened and set apart the Sisters’ House 
and Oratory of the Sisterhood of the Good Shepherd at No. 191 
Ninth Avenue, in this city. In this new Home for a special depart- 
ment of their work, these faithful women, to whom the Church 
is greatly indebted for their labors in connection with St. Bar- 
nabas’ House in this city, have undertaken the training of girls 
for domestic service, and other much-neglected departments of the 
nurture of the young. I ask for them, as for all those who are 
doing a similar work, the sympathy and aid of Church people. 
Our sisterhoods are, after all, practically voluntary institutions— 
religious families, for which the Church, in its corporate capacity, 
is at present no otherwise responsible than it is for the government 
of individual families. Personally, I am disposed to think that it 
is quite as well as otherwise that it should be so; but while this 
makes it possible for individuals among us to say of sisterhoods that 
their work is not the Church’s concern, it is still not inappropriate 
to ask whether, so long as such workers are doing a work which 
nobody else in the Church is doing—as, for instance, in the case of 
the Midnight Mission, now exclusively carried on by members of 
the Sisterhood of St. John Baptist—it may not be worth while to 
encourage and sustain them so far as we can conscientiously do so. 
On the 10th day of June, I consecrated St. Thomas’ Church, 
Mamaroneck, a service the details of which are appended to this 
address, and which will long be memorable to those who were per- 
mitted to take part in it. In connection with the erection of this 
Church and of the Parsonage and Parish House connected with it, 
the whole being Memorial to Mrs. Henrietta Constable, and erected 
by her busband, James M. Constable, and her three children, Fred- 
erick A. Constable, Mrs. Harriette M. Arnold, and Mrs. Amy H. 
Weatherbee, a very large expenditure has been made with a wisdom 
and taste which may well be mentioned here as an illustration of 
what a Church edifice should be in dignity of design and construc- 
tion, and in chaste beauty of adornment. The family to which the 
Church owes this munificent gift has its roots in our mother coun- 
try and our mother Church, and no better example of what is dis- 
tinctively Anglican in its freedom from tawdriness and cheapness, 
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and in its downright reality and integrity, could well be afforded. 
It is well worth a pilgrimage to Mamaroneck to see it, and I con- 
gratulate my reverend brother, the Rector, that it is given to a 
great-grandson of White, and to a successor of De Lancey, to 
continue his faithful labors in a structure so especially suggestive 
of the source from which both the great prelates whom I have 
named and himself derived their ministerial commissions. — 

On the First Sunday after Trinity, June 27, I re-consecrated St. 
Luke’s Church, New York, partially destroyed by fire some months 
previously, but now happily restored to more than its original comeli- 
ness and completeness. Its venerable Rector, though sorely chastened 
by sorrow upon sorrow, was enabled to be present, and it was my 
privilege then, as it is in this presence to-day, to tell him how deep 
and affectionate, in view of his successive bereavements, was the 
sympathy of his brethren. On the occasion of a meeting of clergy- 
men in this city some time ago, to take action upon the death of one 
of their number, a near relative was present to listen to the testi- 
monies of affection and respect which were freely borne, and upon 
their conclusion remarked, ‘“‘If you loved him so dearly, why did 
you never tell him so!” I hope I shall not forget the lesson of 
that most pertinent question, and I am sure you will not deny me. 
the privilege, in this connection, of referring in grateful affection 
to one who for nearly forty years, as the Rector of St. Luke’s in 
this city, has been to his brethren and to the Church an example of 
all that is pure and faithful and lovely and of good report. May 
God bless him in his green old age, and grant him a yet longer con- 
tinuance among us! 

Besides the occasions already referred to, I have officiated at the 
newly-erected Church of the Reformation, in Stanton Street, in 
this city, where a Mission work of great importance is being done, 
through the generosity of a few persons to whom is also owing the 
erection, since October last, when I laid the corner-stone, of one of 
the most substantial and admirably arranged ecclesiastical fabrics in 
the Diocese. Very few Church people know what is being done by 
the Church in the lower part of the city of New York, and yet, in- 
adequate as it is to the needs of the case, it is comparatively so ex- 
tensive and excellent as to be cause for devout gratitude—first to 
God, and then to a few faithful lay-people, by whom, in this in- 
stance, it has been so largely sustained, whose unknown and unher- 
alded devotion of means and personal service to the welfare of the 
most neglected is above all praise. 
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Another Church, completed and opened for divine service dur- 
ing the past year, is the new and tasteful edifice of Grace Church, 
West Farms, where, under the faithful and remarkably successful 
ministry of the Rev. Mr. Derbyshire, a most cheering growth and 
revival of interest in the Church and its work have come to pass. 

In July last, in company with the Treasurer of the City Mis- 
sion, John H. Boynton, Esq., to whose unwearied. attention and 
oversight its completion is largely due, I visited the Clergy House 
and Reading Room for the work of that Mission, which have been 
provided on Bleecker Street, convenient to St. Barnabas’ House and 
Chapel. Here accommodations have been arranged for those Dea- 
cons of the Diocese (two of whom, the Rev. Messrs. Chapman and 
Freeman, have already volunteered for the work, and entered upon 
it), who may devote themselves during their Diaconate to Mis- 
sionary service in this city. Iam greatly rejoiced to be able to say, 
that a plan sketched here a year ago, has thus already been happily 
inaugurated. 

Another work of the Church in this Diocese, whose influence 
and activities have, since its inauguration, extended to many and 
distant parts of the Church of the United States—I mean the 
Church Mission to Deaf Mutes—has during the past year added to 
its equipment and greatly advanced its usefulness by the purchase 
of a very valuable property on the east bank of the Hudson, thus 
enabling it to open an institution for Deaf Mutes, under conditions 
of unusual interest and promise. Between Poughkeepsie and New 
Hamburgh, the Trustees of the Society have acquired a farm of 
some one hundred and sixty-five acres, having upon it an admirably 
constructed and spacious stone mansion and all necessary outbuild- 
ings, where farming and other industrial pursuits are to be carried 
on under the sanctions and influences of a Christian Home. On 
the 10th of May last, 1 made my first Visitation to this Institution, 
which, in view of the long and distinguished services of our honored 
brother, the Rector of St. Ann’s Church in this city, the founder of 
the whole work, has been named by the Trustees ‘‘the Gallaudet 
Home for Deaf Mutes,” and in the Oratory of the Home I con- 
firmed five persons. In this undertaking the Church has an exam- 
ple of the truest ideal of Christian charity, which, while caring 
for an unfortunate and isolated class, has wisely coupled its bene- 
ficence with such practical training in self-help as will best con- 
tribute to the happiness and usefulness of those whom it aims to 
serve. As such it has a significance and importance of the highest 
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character, and I am sure I may, in your behalf, as well as my own, 
congratulate my reverend brother and his associates, clerical and lay, 
upon this crowning success in a work of which the Church through- 
out the land may justly be proud. 

Another forward step in the work of the Diocese has been taken 
in Richmond County, where at St. John’s Church, Clifton, Staten 
Island, on the 23d of November last, I was permitted, with the aid 
of all my brethren of the clergy of the island, and several of the faith- 
ful laity, to organize the Richmond Convocation, and to take steps, 
which have already been partially completed, for the enlarged mis- 
sionary work of that important and rapidly growing suburb of New 
York. In this effort I was cordially seconded by brethren of very 
various shades of opinion and usage, and I desire in this presence to 
acknowledge the cordial hospitality on the one hand, and chivalric 
courtesy and co-operation on the other, which’made of a somewhat 
delicate and difficult task, one of comparative ease and pleasure. 
There is room on Staten Island for a great deal of Church work, 
and I pray that, in whatever way it may be done, the spirit of 
unity and concord, already so happily exhibited, may continue and 
increase in the doing of it. 

In this connection, as appropriately as any other, I may speak of 
the Advent Mission held in this city last December, and of other 
Parochial Missions held earlier and later in various parts of the 
Diocese. So far as external tokens could indicate, the interest in 
these various Missions was all and more than we had been led to ex- 
pect. As to their results, I can only testify from my own observa- 
tion, that they were in many parishes evident and most salutary. 
The Mission idea and its practical workings have very naturally 
and very properly been made the subjects of extensive criticism, and 
I hope I recognize the possible dangers of methods which may per- 
haps, in some aspects of them, seem to bear too close a resemblance 
to agencies and practices from which the Church has thus far been 
happily free. But I hope also the time may never come, when I 
shall be wanting in sympathy with an honest effort to awaken the 
Church to a more earnest spiritual life, to a keener sense of its re- 
sponsibilities, and to a more active endeavor for the rescue of those 
who are perishing ; and that this was very widely, and in some 
cases very profoundly,. the result of the Mission, I have no slightest 
doubt. If there are other and better ways of accomplishing the 
same ends, let others of our brethren in the Church who have found 
them out, and whose ministry is a witness to their fruits, do us the 
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rare service of telling us of them ; and meantime, if any one desires. 
to know what a Parochial Mission may do, ina field and under cir- 
cumstances where there was the least to foment undue excitement, 
or to produce artificial impressions, let him ask our brother, the 
Rev. Mr. Van Winkle—I wish he could do so to this Convention 
and from this place—to tell him the story of the Mission last Lent 
at St. Mary’s, Cold Spring. The Parochial Mission is by no means 
a perfect agency, and its value will naturally be most apparent to 
those who make use of it. But these have thus far found it both 
stimulating and helpful, and I am sure they will unite with me in 
thanksgiving to God for its many blessings, and in grateful acknowl- 
edgment to our brethren of the Church of England, and of her 
daughter in Canada, for the generous services which they most 
freely rendered in connection with it. 

Occasional Missions remind us of that other Missionary work 
which belongs to the whole Diocese, the more effective organization 
and prosecution of which a Special Committee, acting under your 
appointment made a year ago, has had under its consideration. In 
this connection I am glad to be able to state that the Missionary 
Committee of the Diocese has already been enabled to make a be- 
ginning on both sides of the Hudson, through the services of the 
Rey. Mr. Tracy in Putnam and Westchester Counties, and of the 
Rey. Mr. Symonds in Orange and Sullivan Counties, of the itiner- 
ant missionary work, the plan of which Isubmitted a year ago, and 
by which some of our feebler stations can alone be regularly and 
permanently cared for. 

Another important and long-desired a has also been almost, 
if not entirely attained, during the past year, in connection with 
our Diocesan Missionary ge of which I desire personally to make 
very grateful mention. A proposition, which in behalf of the Mis- 
sionary Committee I made to some of the stronger parishes of the 
Diocese, that each one of them should become responsible for some 
definite contribution to the Missionary Work of the Diocese, was at 
once so cordially and promptly responded to, that for the first time 
in my experience of nearly twenty years in this Diocese, we have 
been enabled to complete the Diocesan fiscal year without any special 
appeal, and without keeping our poorly-paid Missionaries waiting 
for their over-due stipends. Let me here thank all those to whom 
this happy result is due, and whose cheerful readiness in the man- 
ner as well as the matter of their givings, was-a very real refresh- 
ment to me, 
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Our Diocesan Missions remind us of our Diocesan history, which 
with its Missionary beginnings we had occasion to review in connec- 
tion with our annual meeting a yearago., At that time a Committee 
was appointed to prepare and publish a suitable Memorial of the Cen- 
tennial of the Diocese, and from the Secretary of the Committee, Gen- 
eral James Grant Wilson, you have heard a Report of the work of the 
Committee, which has already been given to the Church through 
the published volume issued in June last. That volumeis amonu- | 
ment to the painstaking labors of those members of the Committee 
‘who, unlike myself, were able to give to it their personal attention, 
and Iam glad that the Convention has taken action in suitable 
acknowledgment of their services, and especially of those of the 
Secretary, to whose careful conduct of the volume through the 
press, and for many other labors in connection with it, we owe a 
great deal. 

The volume thus completed is a history of those who, with the 
close of the century which it commemorates, had many of them 
rested from their labors. Since then the long list of our departed 
has been increased by the death of

No one of these brethren had a cure in the Diocese at the time 
of his death, and only two of them were resident here. Mr. Fleisch- 
hacker had long and earnestly labored among his German and He-. 
brew brethren in this city, and Dr. Waters is doubtless well remem- 
bered by the elders among us who had the advantage of me in his 
personal acquaintance and in a knowledge of that faithful ministry 
at Kingston, to which some of his brethren have lately borne such 
cordial testimony. 

Dr. Forbes was for many years a conspicuous figure in the his- 
tory of this Diocese, in connection with events of which I know only 
the traditions, but I remember him very well as Dean of the Semi- 
nary, and have, as many must have, grateful memories of the kindly 
courtesies with which his intercourse with his brethren were habit- 
ually marked. 

From among the laity we have lost among others 
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Mr. T. B. Coddington, 
Mr. Joseph Howland, 

Mr. W. H. Vanderbilt, 
Mr. Jacob Reese, 

Mr. David B, Williamson, 
Mr. Benjamin Moore.

Of these, Messrs. Vanderbilt and Reese, were members of the 
Vestry of St. Bartholomew’s Church in this city, which owed a large 
debt, as since his departure the Church in this Diocese and through- 
out the land has come to do, to the wise munificence of the former, 
and to the untiring services as its Treasurer, and many other good 
works of the latter. Mr. Joseph Howland, as a parishioner and 
benefactor of St. Luke’s Church, Matteawan, Mr. David B. Wil- 
liamson, as Warden of Zion Church, Dobb’s Ferry, and Mr. Benja- 
min Moore, of Trinity Church, Sing Sing, have left to the Church 
a legacy of such rare devotion to the interests of the cause of Christ 
and His Church that it will long endure a fragrant memory among 
all who knew them. 

Mr. Thomas B. Coddington wasa Churchman from the heartiest 
conviction, and of the warmest attachments. Who, that ever knew 
him, will forget his engaging presence, his singular modesty, his 
utter and exhaustless unselfishness ? ‘To some of us here he was a 
friend so dear that his place can never be filled. ‘T’o all who knew 
him he was so truly a type of the upright merchant, the Christian 
gentleman, the unswerving friend of all who were in any kind of 
trouble, whether of mind, body, or estate, that it seemed only con- 
sonant with all that had gone before that his efforts to minister to 
one of these should have contributed to cost him his hfe. From 
the contemplation of such a life one turns back to his daily tasks 
with a new and heartier faith in God and in man. 

Beyond our own borders, the Church has been bereaved by the 
loss of the Right Rev. Dr. Young, the Bishop of Florida, and the 
Right Rey. Dr. Robertson, the Bishop of Missouri, Both fathers 
of the Church were originally presbyters of this Diocese, and, while 
one of them was distinguished for his services in connection with 
our relations to Foreign Churches, and his warm and self-sacrific- 
ing efforts in behalf of Church work in Cuba, the other was no less 
deserving of honor for his unwearied and eminently successful Epis- 
copate in a large and unwieldy jurisdiction, where he has left be- 
hind him, in the hearts of men of every creed and calling, a lasting 
record of his Apostolic labors. 
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Two subjects will be brought before the Convention, for which 
I invoke your consideration, and, as far as may be possible, your 
united action. The one will be presented in the report of the 
Special Committee on the Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund, a trust 
now so enlarged in its scope and powers as to command all our sym- 
pathies. The other will be brought to your netice in the Canon of 
Diocesan Missions, which proposes well-considered and important 
changes looking to. the increased efficiency of our Diocesan Mis- 
sionary work, and which has been prepared by an able Committee 
with no little labor and care. 

I also beg herewith to communicate to the House resolutions 
looking to the reunion of Christendem, transmitted to me from the 
Diocese of Central Pennsylvania, which I commend to your respect- 
ful consideration.* The divisions of the followers of Jesus Christ 
are to-day among the foremost hindrances to the advancement of 
His Kingdom. It will be a dishonor to us if we shall seem by our 
silence to be indifferent to them, and, if we can do no more, we can 
at least put upon record our prayer that they may cease, and our 
sympathy with every’ wise and well-directed effort te that end. 

It may be well, in concluding, that I should, in view of the 
approaching meeting of the General Convention, add a summary 
of Episcopal Acts for the past three years. It is as follows : 
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I am thankful to be able to add that in this period of three 
years neither accident, indisposition, nor any other. cause has 
prevented the fulfillment of a single appointment for Episcopal 
Visitation, though of these there have been nearly one thousand 
altogether. 

And now, brethren, I commend you to God and to the word of 
His grace, which is able to build you up and to give you an inher- 
itance among all them which are sanctified.

EXTRACT FROM THE JOURNAL OF THE CONVENTION, JUNE 9, 1886. 


The committee on so much of the Bishop’s Address as relates to 
Christian Unity reported through the Rey. Dr. Langdon, and the 
resolutions were adopted unanimously : 


REPORT. 


Whereas, There is evidence that very many of our Christian brethren now 
separated from communion with us and with each other are laying seriously to 
heart the great dangers we are in by reason of our unhappy divisions ; and 

Whereas, Alike through the press and on the platform of public assemblies 
the hope and possibility of the restoration of Catholic Christian unity has be- 
come the subject of serious discussion ; therefore, 

Resolved, That the Diocese of Central Pennsylvania respectfully prays the 
General Convention of this Church, at the approaching session, not only to 
commend this subject earnestly to the active attention of the Commission on 
Keclesiastical Relations, but also to appoint a special Joint Committee, charged 
to inquire what duty these facts lay upon this Church ; and to report what ob- 
stacles to such reunion exist for which we are responsible ; and how they may 
be removed : that in no respect may any errors, shortcomings, or wrong of ours 
be an offense or ‘‘ an occasion to fall in our brother’s way.” 

Resolved, also, That the House of Bishops be respectfully asked to consider 
whether it be not fitting, under such circumstances, and in view of the great 
reproach brought upon the name of our dear Lord by such divisions among 
His disciples, to set apart a day and to invite our Christian brethren of every 
name to unite with us in humbling ourselves before God, confessing our sins, 
beseeching him to remove this reproach from His people and from His Church, 
and so to pour out upon us all the Holy Spirit of all grace and truth, that ‘all 
hatred and prejudice, and whatsoever else may hinder us from godly union 
and concord,” may be taken away, that as thereis but one Body and one Spirit, 
and one hope of our calling, one Lord, one Faith, one Baptism, one God and 
Father of us all, so we may henceforth be all of one heart and one soul, united 
in one holy bond of truth and peace, of faith and charity, with ‘‘one mind 
and one mouth glorifying God,” that thus, not only with our lips, but in our 
lives, we may more effectually bear witness to our Lord Jesus Christ, and 
preach His Gospel among men.

CANON XV. REARRANGED. 


OF CONTRIBUTIONS FOR THEOLOGICAL EDUCATION AND OTHER 
CHURCH OBJECTS. 


Src. 1. (I.) In every Parish of the Diocese, provision shall be made for at 
least monthly Church offerings, by collection or otherwise, for Theological Ed- 
ucation, Diocesan Missions, and other Church objects, it being the duty of the 
Clergyman to give due notice to the congregation of the time and object of 
such offerings or collections, and also to call their attention to the importance 
and claims of the respective objects to which the offerings are about to be ap- 
plied. 

(II.) The amount of the Church offerings or collections, with the exception 
of such portions, not exceeding one-fourth, as may be retained by decision of 
the Rector and Wardens for parochial and other purposes, shall be forwarded 
by the Rector or Minister, as often as conveniently may be, but at least once in 
six months, to the Treasurer of the Convention, specifying the objects to which 
the same shall be applied, cr sent directly to the Treasurers respectively of the 
various funds for which they are destined. ‘The amount and destination of all 
such contributions to form a distinct item in the Annual Parochial Report. 

(III.) This Canon, so far as relates to the prescribed form of Church offer- 
ings, shall not be deemed imperative on any Parish that has another system 
for its contributions. 


Sec. 2. The business of distributing all funds that may be raised under 
this Canon for the education of young men for Holy Orders, is hereby com- 
mitted to the incorporated society styled ‘‘The Protestant Episcopal Society 
for Promoting Religion and Learning in the State of New York,” which shall 
make a full annual report to the Convention of the application of all moneys 
paid into its Treasury under the provisions of this Canon, or by the Treasurer 
of the Convention from any source. 


Sec. 8. So far as relates to the offerings or contributions of Parishes 
within the City of New York, it is hereby declared that the New York Protes- 
tant Episcopal City Mission Society, and the New York Protestant Episcopal 
Church Missionary Society for Seamen in the City and Port of New York, are to 
be reckoned among the Church charities for which provision is to be made, so

We purpose using its assembly rooms, club rooms, and recreation accommodations seven days 
a week. And here we trust that many who have no homes and few friends may find that the 
Church’s duty is not to provide for spiritual wants alone, but that she brings a message of cheer 
and good-will to all departments of human life.

On the evening of January 2, 1886, at about seven o’clock, our church edifice was discov- 
ered to be on fire. The fire alarm immediately brought numerous engines to the rescue, but the 
flames spread rapidly, and in a few moments utterly consumed the entire chancel with its beau- 
tiful marble altar and reredos, and all its appointments, destroyed the organ and ruined the en- 
tire roof of the church, and several of the most costly memorial windows, and necessitated 
entire new fixtures and decorations throughout the church. The insurance companies—the 
Royal Ins. Co. and the Peopie’s—were prompt and liberal in their award of damages, sufficient 
to cover the entire losses, with the exception of $1,000 on the organ. After the consecration of 
the renewed Church by Assistant Bishop Potter, it is more beautiful than ever for the service 
due unto the Blessed Trinity.
